Senate Action 


Governor's Message 
Asks Improvement in 
Juvenile Research 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — Bills 
dealing with regulation of distribu­ 
tion and possesson of dangerous 
drugs, an>i with elimination of un­ 
sightly 
advertising 
along 
high­ 
ways, are among those gteting the 
attention of Ohio’s lawmakers to­ 
day. 
But members of the Ohio Sen­ 
ate, with only four none-too-spec- 
tacular bills occupying their agen­ 
da, might be excused for looking 
forward 
to 
Wednesday. 
That’s 
when a House-passed bill to give 
local governments 
more money 
for roads comes up for a vote. 
The Senate Rules Committee de­ 
cided Monday night to schedule 
the much-discussed bill for f I o o r 
action. 
Briefly stated, it would 
give local governments (which al­ 
ready get money from motor ve­ 
hicle license fees) $15 million an­ 
nually which now is withheld from 
that source for use in operating 
the Ohio Department of Highway 
Safety. 
The Ohio Department of High­ 
ways has battled the bill because 
passage would mean that support 
of the safety department would 
have to come from gasoline tax 
money which the Highway Depart­ 
ment now uses. 
Returning for their 16th legisla­ 
tive week Monday, lawmakers re­ 
ceived a special message from 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle, his sev­ 
enth of the session. 
He urged them to improve Ohio’s 
program for dealing with adult 
and juvenile offender 
and asked 
$35 million for the adult program 
—$5 million moie than two years 
ago. For juvenile research and 
training, he asked $16 8 million, 
or $4 million more than was sought 
In 1959. 
About $30 million is being spent 
on the adult correctional program 
in Ohio during the present two- 
year period, and $1..7 million for 
juveniles. 
A program along the lines he 
proposed, 
DiSalle 
said, 
“ could 
very well be the 104th General 
Assembly’s most important con­ 
tribution to the State of Ohio.” 
Some of tho proposed improve­ 
ments were among th" items (rim­ 
med when majority Republicans 
refused to consider a budget from 
DiSalle shich exceeded anticipat­ 
ed state income. A number also 
are subjects of bills under consid­ 
eration.

Some Observers 
Fear Invasion of 
Cuba Premature

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — There is 
growing apprehension among in­ 
formed persons in Miami today 
that the rebel strike against Fidel 
Castro’s Cuban regime may have 
been premature and may lead to 
disastrous consequences. 
These informants say that all 
the rebels claim about their suc­ 
cess may be true. But they see 
little evidence to bear out these 
claims, and they express fear that 
the operations may expose the 
Cuban underground before it can 
act effectively. 
From the few facts known in a

But Rusk avoided any flat com­ 
mitment that this country is not 
giving back-door aid to the reb­ 
els. Nor did President Kennedy 
at his news conference last week 
say the United States would not 
help anti-Castro rebels. 
He said neither Americans nor 
American armed-forces would in­ 
tervene in Cuba. 
But the New York Times has 
said flatly Cuban exiles for nine 
months have trained in this coun­ 
try and Central America for in­ 
vasion. 
What still isn’t clear is how 
many Cubans share the anti-Cas­ 
tro feelings of the rebels.

In preoccupation with the condition of 
the nation's colleges and their ability to 
absorb and adequately instruct all who are 
qualified to enter, there has been almost 
no mention of high school g rad u a tes who 
do not pursue form al education beyond 
th a t point simply because they would be 
unable to cope with the greater a c ad em ic 
d e m a n d s of college instruction. 
E a c h year one million boys and girls 
go on to college training, but almost twice 
th at n u m b e r do not. Among those who 
te rm in a te their schooling with high school 
or b e f o r e are the uncounted thousands 
who could qualify for college work if they 
w ere able to afford it or if they desired to 
c o n t i n u e their education. But what 
of the great m ajority of the 
1.7 million 
high school g r a d u a te s who do not go to 
college because they lack the n e c essa ry 
abilities? 
Has emphasis upon a college d egree as a 
requisite to a successful life b e co m e an 
obsession with m a n y people0 Jo h n G a r d ­ 
ner. 
president of Carnegie Corporation 
contends it has. It is notable th a t this 
huge philanthropic organization which has 
g I v e n so m u ch to improve opportunities 
for h i g h e r education does not look upon 
this route as the only road to success. 
In the corporation's annual rep o rt Mr. 
G a rd n e r takes exception to the false no­ 
tions which have cropped up as a result 
of the g r o w i n g prestige of a college de­ 


gree. “ Mast parents, teachers and coun­ 
selors have given little or no thought to the 
ways of I e a r n i n g and growing th a t do 
not involve college.’' he wrote. “ The result 
is that college a p p e a rs to be the only path 
to self-development.” 
One need not delve very deeply into his­ 
tory to find innum erable exam ples of su c­ 
cessful men with a com m on trait — r e ­ 
gard less of their individual a d v a n ce m en t 
through the defined paths of higher know­ 
ledge. each never s t o p p e d learning. 
E a c h avoided the tem ptation of accepting 
fo rm al education as the end of the le a r n ­ 
ing process, and 
em cloyed the m ental 
know-how’ 
gained 
through 
this 
m e d ­ 
ium to improve his education, experience 
continuously. 
It is the spirit of self-development which 
m u st be reinstilled in to d ay ’s g rad u a tes, 
w h a te v e r level of form al education they 
attain. Graduation, after all, is 
not 
an 
achievem ent. It is a beginning from which 
the s t u d e n t launches his own route of 
contribution to society and himself.

vorite targets for impetigo — and 
handy little spreaders, too. 
Tiny blisters break out and soon 
bulge with grayish infectnn. They 
break and dry into brownish-yel­ 
low crusts surrounded by red in­ 
flammation. 
T.ittle fingers scratch the itching 
rash and carry germ s to other ex­ 
posed skin and so crusts usually 
decorate face 
and hands, 
some­ 
time arm s and legs, but rarely 
chest or abdomen. 
Impetigo itself hardly scratches 
the surface and heals without a 
scar. 
Infections 
that 
penetrate 
deeper are called boils or carbunc­ 
les but never impetigo. 
Many skin conditions blister and 
form 
crusts. 
Your 
doctor 
can 
quickly tell if Junior has impeti­ 
go and how best to treat it. Warm 


(soapy) water or mineral oil can 
soak off each crust. 
The raw areas are then coated 
with 
germ killers. 
Yuur 
doctor 
may prescribe ointments such ag 
old-time 3 per cent ammoniated 
mercury or 
modern 
bacitracin 
Both work well! 
Strong 
antiseptics 
like 
iodin* 
are out. They burn raw flesh. 
If ointments fail, 
your 
doctor 
may suggest penicillin or other an­ 
tibiotic germ killer' Clean clothes, 
separate 
towels 
and individual 
washcloths 
help 
keep 
impetigo 
from raging through your home. 
Within a few days every blem­ 
ish clears and Junior is no longer 
a public health menace. Now your 
worries are over until he goes out 
to play with that little imp who’s 
I still spreading impetigo around th* 
neighborhood!

To Prisoner Handling 


COLUMBUS. Ohio 
(A P)—Gov. j 
M i c h a e l DiSalle Monday 
an­ 
nounced the signing into law. ef­ 
fective in 90 days, of four bills 
passed by the Legislature. 
Three of them apply to the han­ 
dling of prisoners. 
A new statute eliminates a re­ 
quirement for the governor to ap­ 
prove transfer of reform atory in­ 
m ates to the penitentiary in Co­ 
lumbus. Another eliminates a pro­ 
vision permitting transfer of Lon­ 
don Prison F arm inmates former­ 
ly from the penitentiary . 
Officials said the new law’ will 
permit transfer of other inmates 
from other institutions directly to 
London. The statute also changes 
the farm 's nam e to the London 
Correctional Institution. 
The third law' allows sheriffs to 
transfer prisoners between a re ­ 
formatory or the penitentiary and 
a court for 
testimony. 
Form er 
statutes required a penal officer 
to have custody of such prisoners. 
Another newly-signed law per­ 
mits the filing of a referendum 
petition 
within 30 days 
after 
a 
m ayor’s veto of a municipal or­ 
dinance is overridden. Present law 
required the filing of an ordinance 
referendum within 30 days after 
the m ayor receives the ordinance. 
After the m ayor receives an or­ 
dinance he has IO days in which to 
act on it. 
DiSalle told newsmen he m ay 
ask repeal of an unused corrupt 
practice law. The statute carries 
a m axim um $1,000 fine for a news­ 
paper. magazine or other publica­ 
tion to print direct or implied 
threats “ for the purpose of con­ 
troling or intimidating candidates 
for public office.”
